MACHINE. MAY 
AD MINING 
IN COUNTY 


Excavator, Designed By 
Oakland Men, To Work On 
Texas Hill Property 


The attention of the mming in- 
dustry will be centered on the Gig- 
nac Mine, in the Texas Hill district, 
during the coming weeks where a 
new machine is to be employed in 
the mining of a gravel property. 

The contrivance, designed by Eu- 
gene Smith and Charles Roe, of 
Oakand, is being used by R. C. 
Breakenridge and L. A. Delamothe 
in mining an eighty acre tract 
held under lease and option and 
owned by Mrs. Olivene Stone. 


The machine, with the necessary 
supplementary equipment, arrived 
at the mine by truck from Oakland 
on Wednesday. The excavator 
weighs twenty tons. 

The excavator was built at a cost 
of $22,000 and the designers, bas- 
ing their figures on the results of 
experiments with models, say it can 
operate successfully on gravel yield- 
ing as little as $1.50 per yard. 

Operating on an eight-hour shift 
basis, they expect to send an av- 
erage of 150 yards of gravel a day 
to the washing mill where the gold 
is separated from the rock in slui- 
ces. 

The machine is operated by one 
man. It sends the gravel back on a 
conveyor belt to a low bed truck, 

Under the old tnanual methods 
of deep channel mining, a five-man 
underground crew was necessary for 
five yards per day—a quota which 
made it impossible for small ope- 
rators to work low-grade channels. 

The excavator is powered by six 
electric motors. It caries 11 sharp- 
edged buckets, each with a one- 
cubic foot content. 

The buckets, mounted on a re- 
volving chain, can be moved on @ 
boom so that a tunnel from 8 by 8 
ft. to 14 by 14 ft. can be driven. 

As it digs, the machine passes 
the material back through its mid- 
dle on a belt to the truck. It ope- 
rates upon a 220-volt line. The con- 
trols are mounted on a small box 


, which can be carried by the driver.
